Sociology/Chem Prof 


plans Woodstock 94

University of Alberta professor 
of chemical sociology Gordo 
Freeluvman was at Woodstock in 
1969. And he thinks today’s gen- 
erationshould have the same chance 
to mingle naked in the mud. 

Freeluvman recently revealed his 
“Woodstock ’94” plan at a sympo- 
sium marking the date of what 
would have been Jimi Hendrix’s 


50th birthday. The upcoming event 
will mark the 25th anniversary of 
the musicfest attended by 500 000 
people in August 1969. 
Well-known for his ability to 
spend thousands of hours listening 
to whining laboratory-raised 
chemistry students, Freeluvman has 
noticed a rise in “cheating and ly-

Pubic hair needs love too

Bramashiki 
Stokera’s Mothra is the most enthralling and 
visceral movie I have ever seen in my life. 

Bramashiki Stokera based his book, writ- 
ten in 1897, on the true story of Vlad The 
Pupae, who was a Machiavellian 15th-cen- 
tury Romanian larvae. When his beloved 
fiancee Maude died, he denounced Christi- 
anity and swore that he would use the pow- 
ers of insectness to avenge her death. 

The film begins this way and then shifts to 
20th century Victorian Tokyo, where lowly 
law clerk Jonathen Barfer (played by Sho 
Kosugi) is about to marry school mistress 
Ethel (Winona Ryder). But first, he is sent to 
Transylvania to settle some legal matters 


with a certain Count Mothra (John 


Goodman). With Barfer in his castle, Mothra 
comes across a picture of Ethel, whom he 
believes is the reincarnation of Maude (are 
you following this?).

Applying for a U of A Award

It used to be that any graduate student 
could go to the Faculty of Graduate Stud- 
ies and Research office and pick up an 
application for the General U of A Awards 
Competition. Those days are gone. In 
May, 1992, the Graduate Scholarship 
Committee decided that applications 
should be submitted through departments 
instead of directly to FGSR, similar to the 
process for other major scholarships. The 
committee also decided to limit the num- 
ber of applications each department can 
submit according to the number of major 
awards (any award over $12,891/year) won 
by students in the previous academic year 
(including awards given by external 
agencies such as NSERC, MRC, & SSHRC) 
multiplied by a factor of 1.5. There will be 
a minimum quota of three applications 
that can be submitted by departments who 
may not have many previous award win- 
ners. Applications can be picked up in 
departments and completed applications 
must be submitted well in advance of the 
February 1st deadline, by which time de- 
partments must make their nominations 
to FGSR. 

Last year, in the General Awards com- 
petition, approximately 800 students ap- 
plied for about 200 available awards. This 
year, should all departments submit their 
quota of applications, more than 800 appli- 
cations will be received, but the number of 
available awards has not increased. There 
are about 4000 graduate students at the U 
of A, which means that only 20% ofall grad 
students compete for these awards and 


Budget

It’s true! The University is running a 
budget surplus of about $6.4 million dol- 
lars for 1992-93. That is what is known as 
“hard dollars.” Those dollars which make 
up the operating budget and continue from 
year to year. 

The budget surplus came about because 
the administration did not spend the money 
that was allocated for non-salary infla- 
tion, the university had a higher number 
of retirements than expected (nothing to 
do with the mandatory retirement deci- 
sion!), the university saved money in the 
area of statutory benefits, and enrollment 
went up and students brought in many 
more dollars than had been expected. 

The administration would like credit for 
even reporting this surplus — because at 
other universities such a surplus might 
never see the light of day and just be 
shuffled off into some other budgetary 
sinkhole. Yes, I give the administration 
credit for revealing the existence of the 
surplus. Butifthere is credit, there is also 
some blame. 

From what I hear, by the time budget 
cuts were being proposed for 1992-93, the 
administration knew that its 1992-93 op- 
erating budget was a little “padded.” In 
other words, the administration asked for 
a greater financial sacrifice than what was 
actually needed from academic and non- 
academic departments. The budget tax 
imposed across the campus was ata higher 
rate than was needed. The administration 
pushed through its declaration of financial 
exigency when no such exigency existed — 
all to be able to lay off a few APOs! In 
salary negotiations, the administration 
pleaded a greater poverty than actually 
existed. 

Last year, PPC tried to get at the real 


only 5% of us will receive one. 
Departments can also provide their ap- 
plications in a ranked order to assist in the 
decision making this year. From the de- 
partmental stand-point, this system makes 
a great deal of sense. From the student’s 
perspective, potential problems seem to 
arise. For example, will students with a 
full-time renewable assistantship, who are 
relied upon for teaching, be nominated by 
their departments? It is FGSR policy that 
any student holding a major award can not 
hold more than a part-time assistantship. 
Perhaps, realizing this, departments will 
not nominate students who hold full time 
assistantships in the coming year. Also, if 
an excellent student has applied for a 
major provincial or national award and is 
very likely to win that award, will the 
department “waste” a nomination for the 
General U of A Awards on that student? 
Should both awards be won, only one could 
be accepted anyway. Will departments 
decide who to nominate based solely on 
GPA, thinking that these students are the 
most competitive? What of the student 
who merely has a respectable GPA but has 
done exceptional research? Will that stu- 
dent be overlooked by the department? 
Could personal conflicts between a stu- 
dent and the department prevent that 
student from being nominated, regardless 
of his/her GPA? Will a high proportion of 
the departmental ration of nominations be 
given to undergraduate students as a re- 
cruitment tool? These concerns may in- 
deed be moot since there will still be the 
same excess of applications under this new 


urplus for U of A 


budget. It was difficult. The budget cat- 
egories do not match categories in the 
audited financial statements so no com- 
parison is possible. There are numerous 
“contingency” categories whose contents 
are never fully explained. But most seri- 
ously, there was a $12 million line item 
which included provisions for salary in- 
creases, non-salary inflation, and the like. 
This is one line for sure where no one on 
PPC could get any insight and, miracle of 
miracles, this is the line in which some of 
the surplus was “hidden.” I guess PPC 
members will “remember’ this at the next 
budget go-around. 

Even with a surplus, the University still 
faces financial problems. The Provincial 
grant may bethe sameas lat year’s, or may 
even decrease by two percent. The Univer- 
sity faces a multi-million dollar bill in 
deferred maintenance costs. 

Some administrators said that there will 
be some in the university community who 
will be “pained” at learning of this surplus. 
Yes. People who have been laid off. People 
at the lowest end of the pay scale (thinking 
of graduate assistants?). Students doing 
casual work, who in some areas saw their 
wages slashed by 25 per cent from the 
previous year. Department heads who 
sweated more blood than necessary. Stu- 
dents who saw course offerings and levels 
of service shrink more than necessary. 

The administration deserves “credit” for 
revealing the budget surplus but it de- 
serves bricks for not revealing it sooner 
and making deeper cuts than were neces- 
sary. Not only has the University suffered 
on account of those deeper cuts, but the 
administration’s credibility now has been 
cut as well. 

P.S. The actual surplus may well be 
higher than $6.4 million. If one takes into

These concerns and others were dis- 
cussed at the December 2nd Graduate 
Scholarship Workshop. Dr. Bill McGill, 
Associate Dean of FGSR and chair of the 
Graduate Scholarship Committee, tried to 
allay the fears that grad students expressed 
about the new format for the General 
Awards Competition. He believes that 
asking for departmental input in the com- 
petition can only work to the students 
advantage, stressing that departments are 
in a better position to evaluate the worthi- 
ness of a student’s application than the 
scholarship reviewers who are even fur-

Kathleen Beaulieu 

The Dean of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research, Dr. Fu-Shiang Chia, 
is resigning the Deanship as of December 
31, 1992 after almost 10 years of holding 
this position. He announced his unex- 
pected resignation in a November 24th 
letter, which stated: “It is my strong belief 
that this is a good time for the Faculty to 
have anew Dean”. However, Dean Chia’s 
record for securing funding opportunities 
for graduate students would indicate that 
these times of economic hardship are ones 
in which we need his style of leadership 
the most. 

Many programs for student support 
were initiated or strengthened during Dean 
Chia’s tenure. He worked to bring about 
the U ofA PhD Scholarships through shift- 
ing funds from graduate research assis- 
tantships (RAs) into these scholarships 
and for each RA dollar, the university ad- 
ministration agreed to contributed two 
dollars to the fund. This provided the U of 
A with a strong recruitment tool to attract 
the best scholars. The arrangement not 
only triples the amount of money available 
to students, but also protects the money in 
a way that it could not be protected as RA 
funds. Dean Chia initiated the Walter 


‘Johns Program, which is a $3000/year 


“top-up” scholarship available to all stu- 
dents with national awards. This program 


provides an extra incentive for national 
award winners to come to the U of A. Also, 
the Andrew Stewart Award and the pres- 
tigious Dissertation Fellowships were 
strengthened during Dean Chia’s time at 
FGSR. 

Under Dean Chia’s leadership, the stu- 
dent travel grant program, now called the 
Mary Louise Imire Research Travel Award, 
has evolved from a small initiative that 
few students knew about into a source of 
protected funds which all grad students 
can access during their time at U of A. 
Dean Chia feels strongly that providing up 
to $400 (Masters) and $500 (PhD) for 
students to travel to conferences to present 
their research is a very worthwhile and 
effective way to support and promote 
graduate student research. 

Dean Chia’s administrative style en- 
couraged a move toward departmental 
independence in graduate program man- 
agement, while ensuring that a high 
standard was maintained in all depart- 
ments. He felt strongly that all depart- 
ments should offer graduate level research 
opportunities, emphasizing the synergis- 
tic relationship between teaching and re- 
search. Dean Chia has always been anally 
to the graduate students; he has strived to 
promote excellence in graduate programs 
and has done much to create a climate in 
which graduate students can thrive.

Mini-Budget 


From the people who brought you “free” trade with the U.S., NAFTA, and the end 

to Family Allowance, you are now blessed with Mazankowski’s mini-budget which 
will relieve you of at least some of your unemployment benefits. Whatis Mazankowski’s 
rationale, you ask? Well it surely isn’t the “down-sizing” of the Federal Budget. Maz 
intends to spend $8 million over last year’s budget.

Even 
if the nation is falling apart, expenditures in this area fail to create many jobs, in any 
event. 

Locked up in a recession with no clear vision of the future except the uncritical hope 
that closer economic ties with our friends (and their friends) to the south will back us 
out, the Retrogressive Preservatives have proven themselves clueless when it comes to 
spurring the Canadian economy. Having exported hundreds of thousands of jobs across 
our borders, these grinches seem more committed than ever to biting the hand that 
feeds them. Rather than raising taxes for those who have always been in the best 
position to pay them, the corporations and the very rich, the Mulroney Mafia has 
screwed over its fellow Canadians. 

Employment Minister Bernard Valcourt made clear his concept of social justice when 
he told Patrick Doyle of The Toronto Star that “Even the person that is unemployed: he 
has to pay his way with limited means.” Let the people, even the poorest “pay their way” 
but don’t ask my banker friends, my friends in the petrochemical or other industries to 
help. Both Maz and Valcourt have forgotten who built this nation — the working people, 
both male and female, of Asian, African and European ancestry. These people would 
still be building up this nation further if successive Canadian governments had not 
aided and abetted the rape of Canada’s resources and economy by the transnationals 
who are loyal only to their bottom line. 

Presumably as a reaction to the want and deprivation of the Great Depression and 

because of pressure from the left, the federal and provincial governments were forced 
in the1940s and afterwards to establish a social safety net: UI, Social Assistance 
Programs, Universal Medicare and the like. Unlike our American cousins, Canadians 
could feel (until recently) somewhat secure should a personal catastrophe such as 
unemployment or illness occur; but no longer. 

“The Reserve Army of the Poor,” the workers of the nation were bought and paid for 

by three decades of supposedly progressive social regulation. The shrinking job 
market in the absence of retraining programs, unemployment asa result of government 
stupidity and neglect and the wilting away of social programs, the tearing of the safety 
net leaves Canadian workers, and increasingly the middle class, the victims of the 
whims of the most powerful in our society and their agents in government. It is high 
time that the state took its responsibility for a more democratic sharing of the burden 
of its operation. What is needed is a more just redistribution of wealth, not the 
continuation of its concentration in the hands of the powerful few. It is also time that 
the nation get off backs of the poor. 

As citizens we must ask ourselves: “How long can we stand this erosion of our 
livelihood? How long will we prop up this corrupt and decrepit economic system. When 
will we take action to build a just and economically democratic nation?”

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A Proposal: Students in Course-Based 
Master's Programme Pay by the Course

Every year, people who are in part-time 
graduate programmes complain when they 
get their fee assessment when they start 
their programme. Ifa person is taking one 
course, for example, the person is paying a 
much higher cost for the one course than 
might be reasonable ($489 under the cur- 
rent fee structure vs. $234 under the pro- 
posed assessment by course weight). People 
inagraduate programme pay a programme 
fee, and if they are taking one course they 
are paying a portion of the graduate 
programme fee rather than paying for the 
course itself. 

The Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research (FGSR) is proposing that stu- 
dents in any course based graduate 
programme now pay fees based on the 
course weight of the course (Assessment 
By Course Weight — ABCW) rather than 
a programme fee. FGSR has designed a 
scheme whereby studentsina course based 
graduate programme will pay $39 per fee 
weight rather than a programme fee. To 
obtain the fee weight, one multiplies the 
course weight by two; thus, if the course 
weight is 3, one multiplies the three by two 
and then multiples the result (six) by $39 
to obtain the cost for a course. Overall, 


ABCW willbe revenue neutral; thatmeans, 
given the distribution between part-time 
and full-time students in course based 
graduate programmes, no more money 
would be raised under this determination 
of fees than was raised under the old sys- 
tem. 

For those of you with sharp pencils and 
calculators, you will note that in the MBA 
programme, for example, full-time stu- 
dents who go through the programme in 
two years will pay slightly more. However. 
part-time students whose programme 
continues for a number of years will pay 
less. In winter term 1991-92, there were 95 
full-time MBA registrations and 147 part- 
time registrations. 

Both your current GSA Executive and 
those past GSA Executive whom we could 
contact think that ABCW makes sense. 

ABCW may also increase pressure on 
departments who offer course based 
programmes to examine the number oj 
courses they are demanding and see 
whether they are too many in comparison 
to similar programmes — often within the 
same faculty. For more detailed informa- 
tion, see my report for the December 
meeting of GSA Council. 


Helpful Tips For a Successful 
Scholarship Application

These are but eight of the many helpful 
hints that were given out at the December 
2nd Graduate Scholarship Workshop. 
Special thanks to Bill McGill, Ruth Elliott, 
Gary Prideaux, and Tony Kernahan for 
taking the time to make our workshop a 
success! 


1. Ask your academic supervisor to re- » 


view your application with you, especially 
the section dealing with the description of 
your research program. You'll besurprised 
at how helpful they can be. 

2. Avoid using excessive jargon in the 
description of your research. Remember 
that the scholarship reviewers may not be 
in your specific field. It is important to 
show that you are able to interpret the 
significance of your research and show 
how it fits into “the big picture”. 

3. The best people to ask for scholarship 
references from are university academic 
staff (not necessarily U of A staff, though). 
Avoid using friends, personal references, 
and people who are unfamiliar with the 


university community. 

4. Always ask prospective referees if 
they will write you a letter of reference 
before you submit their name. 

5. Provide your referees with an updated 
curriculum vitae or resume. This will help 
them to write a more effective letter of 
reference, especially if they are not too 
familiar with your work. 

6. Scholarly papers that are “submitted” 
or “in press” are usually acceptable to list 
under creative or scholarly activity. Pre- 
sentations at conferences, even when 
conference proceedings are not published, 
can also be included. 

7. If, under scholarly activity, youinclude 
a paper of which you are one of many 
authors (and not first author), it would be 
helpful to outline your contribution to that 
piece of work. 

8. Spell-check your document and have 
it proof-read to ensure there are no typo- 
graphical or grammatical errors...nothing 
puts off a scholarship reviewer more than 
a messy application! : 
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At Issue: Feminism and its Impact on 
Academics: Past, Present and Future. 


Impact? What Impact? Edrie Sobstyl

Only a few days before I was presented 
with the idea for this special feature, I 
came across William F’. Buckley on televi- 
sion, whining about the “feminization of 
American culture” with one of his Right- 
Hand Men. They never said what they 
meant by this feminization that they so 
deplored, but I had a hunch that they 
weren't referring to frilly curtains at the 7- 
Eleven. When I started to think about the 
impact of feminism on the academy, I 
wondered if my question could be related 
to Buckley’s “problem”; I decided it was, but 
not in the way I had assumed. His discus- 
sion revealed to mean a simple but fun- 
damental distinction: theimpact of women 
on the academy (or on anything, for that 
matter) is related to, but different from the 
impact of feminism on the academy, and 
though we have seen something of the 
former, I think we have actually seen very 
little of the latter. 

This is not necessarily a bad thing. After 
all, in some ways just having more women 
around can have a transforming effect on 
an institution. This can be particularly 
true of academia, where female students 
often achieve success in spite of their hav- 
ing been offered little encouragement to do 
so, and sometimes in the face of outright 
hostility. Nonetheless,since it is now 
fashionable in some circles to blame femi- 
nism for many of the academy’s (and in- 
deed society’s) ills, it is worth asking our- 
selves which changes to this institution, if 
any, have come about as a result of a 
concerted feminist lobby for gender jus- 
tice. 

The question is a complex one and worth 
discussion at far greater length than I 


have available to me here. Totakejust one 
example, some initiatives, especially ifthey 
are formal ones like the Faculty of Arts’ 
Employment Equity Policy, seem 
straightforwardly to embody feminist 
commitments. But since such initiatives 
(and they are fewin number) have yet to be 
tested in practice in most departments, it 
would be premature to comment on their, 
and by extension feminism’s, impact on 
the academy. Those who criticize the im- 
pact of such initiatives anyway must be- 
lieve themselves possessed of an uncanny 
knack to see into the future; it should come 
as no surprise that their vision of the 
future is bleak, and that it is all the fault 
offeminism. Soin a context where misogy- 
nist behaviours and practices are defended 
with a cry for academic freedom, the op- 
portunity for women to enjoy that same

freedom is stillborn. As long as a priori 
negative critiques of feminist initiatives 
are permitted to take place of ongoing 
examination ofthe real impact of feminism 
over the long term, the cries of feminists 
will die in their throats. 

However, I don’t wish to suggest that 
feminism has had no impact on the acad- 
emy, nor that it has had only positive 
impact: clearly it has helped many women 
to carve out small enclaves of relative 
equality in their working lines. Of those 


privileged women, among whom I would 
count myself, we need to ask a different 
question: What impact has the Academy 
had on your feminism? 

Academic Librarians and Feminist 
Criticism

“Wynton Marsalis? . . . ‘Preserve this’ 
and “preserve that’ — the way we’re going 
we'll have blacks back on the plantation.” 

— Miles Davis in Musician (1986) 

For over 2000 years, scholar-librarians 
have been the collectors, evaluators, pur- 
veyors, and preservers of their versions of 
“the best that is known and thought in the 
world” (Arnold). From Alexandria to the 
present, they have wielded enormous cul- 
tural power: power to include and exclude, 
to pronounce fir and unfit, to mane and de- 
identify, to promote and render peripheral, 
to make accessible and inaccessible. As 
crucial members in the academy’s project 
of cultural reproduction and transmission, 
librarians have been complicit in 
hypostatizing the prevailing patriarchal 
structure of disciplines and pedagogical/ 
scholarly canons. 

Daunting barriers within modern 
librarianship’s personal and institutional 
economies militate against remedying this 
situation. First, libraries have invested 
great intellectual and monetary resources 
in systems of “empirical” classification and 
subject analysis (“Library of Congress”) 
constructed under traditional interdisci- 
plinary paradigms. New areas of inquiry 
and new disciplines, e.g., Women’s Stud- 
ies) tend to be marginalized or absorbed 
(thus list) into these schemes. Rethinking 
them is prohibitively expensive.

Many of them are now claim- 
ing that they have ontologically challenged 
entities as part of their teams. Various 
candidates have claimed at various times 
to be receiving support from, amongst 
others, Santa Claus, the Tooth Fairy, the 
Easter Bunny and even a supposedly 
honest politician. It would be interesting

Ironically enough, it is apparently only in 
Russia (or whatever the place is supposed 
to be called these days) that this kind of 
concern is addressed. Needless to say, if I 
wanted to vote in the premiership race, it 
would be easy to arrange. The surreal 
rules which govern such things, by all 
accounts, allow candidates to buy mem- 


berships of the Tory party and then hand 
them out to however they wish. When I 
called a couple of the campaign offices, 
they even offered to sell me a membership 
on the spot. For a mere five bucks, I could 
have joined the ranks of the robber ban- 
dits. Needles to say I declined the offer. 
At the university this week, there was a 
rare and remarkable development, which 
actually favoured the students. The Sen- 
ate Task Force on Student Finance pro- 
duced its report. Rather than the usual 
line, that students are just doing fine, the 
report suggested that students are actu- 
ally financially hard up. Indeed, the report 
went further and proposed that some fees 
should be reduced! In particular, it was 
recommended that the zenophobic and 
racist differential fee, which is charged to 
students from overseas, should be abol- 
ished. It is unfortunate that the Senate 
has no real influence over the powers that 
be ar the U of A. Were the Senate to have 


exponentially, libraries face unprec- 
edented, ultimately impossible demands 
on shrinking budgets. To the harried li- 
brarian, feminist criticism seems but one 
among many competing voices, one whose 
urgent subversive enterprise is thus 
trivialized. Yet, as Janet Todd asserts, 
“feminist criticism is not another discourse 
but something that is striving radically to 
affect and shift all other discourses.” 

Among others, a third consideration: 
librarianship’s service “ethic” renders li- 
brarians resistant to the notion that cur- 
rent practices are intrinsically ideological 
and polemical. For example, though femi- 
nism has reinvigorated marginalized forms 
of expression and the alternative press, 
acquisition practices favour mainstream 
publishers. Feminist scholarship under- 
mines disciplinary boundaries; library 
budgeting, buying, and service remains 
discipline-bound. Finally, as Barbara 
Herrnstein Smith argues, every decision 
to purchase or exclude a work represents 
an act of evaluation which ultimately re- 
produces and transmits that works value 
(and that of similar works). But librarians 
practice reactive collecting, insisting that 
collections merely reflect the academic 
status quo. This is itself an ideological 
stance. A 

Librarians are beginning to attend to 
the revaluation of librarianship implied 
by feminist criticism. This includes con- 
structing a critical and socio-historically 
responsible praxis, removing the barriers 
to and promoting the growth of new 
knowledge. An ancient profession and 
cultural institution, librarianship and 
apply its experience, now radically recon- 
ceived, to the emancipatory tasks of 
modernity’s crisis. 


some clout, we might even end up with a 
university which behaves in a manner 
which is both rational and humane. It is 
amazing that those outside the normal 
university community manage to recog- 
nize the problems which international 
students face, whilst the administration 
does not. Of course, it would be completely 
wrong to suggest that this is because it is 
to the advantage to those within the ad- 
ministration not to notice such things. It 
would similarly be wrong to suggest that 
those who levy the racist fee, do so in order 
to pay their inflated and unjustified sala- 
ries. Let us just hope someone gets around 
to challenging this fee under the Alberta 
Individual Right’s Protection Act, which it 
clearly violates.
